4. The principal proposed arguments of a substantive nature were 
directed to a combination of elements in Claims 13-15 which distinguish over 
the cited references. 

5. The general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the 
Examiner were directed to the releasable engagement of the shim and the vent 
bar. 

6. No other pertinent matters were discussed. 

7. The general results or outcome of the interview are as described in 
the Examiner's Amendment to Claims 13-15. 
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
